LL OF us have years behind us that we be- 
A lieve were wasted or lost. We can be in 
high school and feel that we have wasted 
or lost years in elementary school. We can start 
out in the world and feel that we wasted our high 
school and college years. We can find ourselves 
at a point of maturity and feel that we wasted the 
growing years. This feeling of failure does not be- 
long to any particular part of life. Everyone of us, 
at some time or another, at some turn in the road 
of life, has felt that he has been a failure. 

We are each a living story, with many chapters. 
Ezekiel says, “I will overturn, overturn, overturn 
it... until he come whose right it is.” Our story 
is chapter after chapter of living: We go through 
many experiences before we come to our right 
place as children of God. 

In the Bible is the story of Joel, a prophet who 
lived more than seven hundred years before 
Christ. He lived in Jerusalem in a time when 4 
great plague of locusts had destroyed the crops 
and had left the people without food to eat. Joel 
refers to those years as “the years that the locust 
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hath eaten.” We think we have ‘years that the 
locust hath eaten,” for we have years when we 
have no joy in living, no happiness, no peace. We 
have years of which we are ashamed. Yes, Joel 
uses the word “ashamed.” These years of which we 
are ashamed are years we would like to forget. We 
cannot forget them because we are supposed to 
restore them in our own hearts and minds to 
their rightful place. They have to be restored; 
they cannot be shut out. This is why they stay 
with us and why we cannot forget them: they 
have to be restored in our minds as years of good, 
as years of growth and experience, and not as 
years of evil. In a human sense the past cannot be 
changed, but in spiritual consciousness the past 
can be lifted up and recognized as part of our un- 
foldment. 

“I will restore to you the years that the locust 
hath eaten . . . and ye shall know that .. . I am 
Jehovah your God, and there is none else.” If 
you look back and see wasted years, then there 
is something to be done. These years must be re- 
stored. What is meant by “restored” ? Made beau- 
tiful again. If you restore a painting or a house 
you bring it back to its original beauty. And we 
need to have our years restored so that they can 
go back to their original beauty. 

For instance, you may have thought that you 
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sold your birthright by some action in the past 
and that you can never redeem it. But now you 
are in the restoring business. You would not be 
the person you are, you would not have the love, 
the understanding you have, you would not be 
ready for whatever God has for you today, if you 


had not had the experience that you are now§j 


condemning. 

A wise Frenchman once said, “The past is al- 
ways present.” And this is true. Out of the past we 
are built. Out of the past we grow and unfold. 

Our past has been a process of unfoldment. We 


unfold physically and mentally from children tofy 


adults. We unfold in spiritual consciousness. We 
have to get to know God and rise above limita 
tions. You are’a son of God, and you can restore 
the past. You can see all of your past life in its 


proper light. Do not try to run away from pastfy 


experiences. Just try to put them in their right 


place. They were experiences that you camefy 


through. Put away anxiety and condemnation of 


yourself just as a child grown to manhood putsfy 


away his toys. 

It does not matter what the past has been or 
what you believe about it or what you think about 
it, today it is being restored as a part of God unm 
folding in and through you. Nothing that oc 
curred in the past can possibly separate you from 
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God. It is never too late to be forgiven; it is never 
too late to be healed; it is never too late to be 
prospered; it is never too late to pray; it is never 
too late to receive your good; it is never too late 
to grow. 

You can restore the past. God is in you; God 
is your path; God is your power. And He can 
“restore to you the years that the locust hath 


“Beaten.” 


While you have been unfolding and growing 
through experiences, God has been unfolding in 
you, loving you, moving through you, sustaining 
you. And as He is in you in the present, so He 
was in you in the past.

The knowledge that “those in spiritual har- pr 
mony” “agreed to meet in silent soul communion’ § hz 
brought a feeling of oneness that built new faith, of 
a promise of friendship that bridged the miles. ra 

Surely all the readers who were “in trouble§ G 
sickness, or poverty” must have rejoiced. They§ he 
must have felt as people feel today when they— w 
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read the invitation to call on Silent Unity for 
prayer help. 

ty The little band that agreed to meet in silent 
W# soul communion has become over a hundred con- 
ty secrated workers. Whereas, the Society of Silent 
t:— Help first met in one room of the Fillmore home, 
t-§ in the northeast section of Kansas City, Missouri, 
is § Silent Unity now prays and serves in a beautiful, 
iF two-story building in Unity Village, fifteen miles 
kf southeast of Kansas City. The handful of people 
that first prayed with this group has grown until 
over two thousand people call on Silent Unity in 
one day, and literally millions pray with Silent 
Unity. 

The words that Myrtle Fillmore chose for that 
first invitation give a clue to the growth of this 
work, The fact that there was a “‘little band” be- 
lieving in “the Good Father” brought courage and 
inspiration to many people. 

This concept of God as the good Father is a 
concept that is natural when we remember the 
prayer that Jesus gave to us. But, so many people 
have a feeling of fear rather than love, a feeling 
of guilt rather than forgiveness, a feeling of sepa- 
ration rather than oneness when they think of 
God. To think of Him as the “Good Father” is 
heart warming. It gives the assurance that all is 
well.

Perhaps it was the first time that they realized st 
they could ask God, the good Father, for His help V 
and expect to receive it. But whether it was their te 
introduction to an entirely new concept of God, J a 
or whether it was simply a restatement of a belief J 7 
that they had long held, people were stirred to 
pray with this “‘little band.” 

Each time the invitation to pray with Silent 
Unity appears in DAILy Worp some eyes behold 
it for the first time, some hearts are lifted and 
cheered by the thought of people praying to- 
gether. Reading the invitation, friends who have 
called on Silent Unity in the past remember the 
help and inspiration they felt through this con- 
tact and are led to renew the friendship.

One evening, instead of going to bed to lie
